That is a fine show 
ing. 
Corn is late this year as com- 


pared with last year but, don't become 
discouraged boys. If your 
corn 
is 
late owing to weather conditions, the 
chances are that the other boys' are 
late also. At any rate, there's a lot 
of time yet for corn to grow. With 
all. the moisture that the soil is ab- 
sorbing these rainy days, a few warm 
days will send 
it right on. It will 
send the weeds on too, and this leads 
most naturally to the subject of cul- 
tivatioc of corn. Deep and thorough 
cultivation is the order with some 
thoroughgoing farmers, 
but experi- 
ments nave shown that this is not the 
way to get the largest yield. Corn is 
a shallow rooted plant and even shal- 
low cultivation cuts oft some of the 
corn roots, and as these roots are the 
feeders of the plants, destruction 
;f 
any of them lessen the yield of corn. 
This shows the importance of culti- 
vation ot the ground before the crop

pecially so in two very 
dry years. 
The reason for this is in the character 
| of the corn plant. The roots lying 


• near the surface, bring to the plant 
both food and moisture. If any are 
cut. the plant is deprived of just so 
much cf needed nourishment and che 
yield is lessened. 
The lesson, taught 
by this experiment is that of the ne- 
cessity of not allowing the weeds to 
eet a'start. If they get to be large ;t 
is impossible to get rid of them with- 
out destroying corn roots. 
So, boys, 
get busy right away if you want a 
good yield. If your corn> is more than 
six inches bie;h, be very careful .about 
the depth of

There is much duplication in the in-

ments. To Illustrate: The health de- 
partment 
inspects slaughter houses, 
the dairy 
and food 
department in- 
spects meat markets, the weights and 
measures department 
inspects the 
scales in the meat market, another in- 
spector of the -health department may 
inspect the plumbing and sewerage of 
the same market, while the oil inspec- 
tor may inspect the oil- and gasoline 
used by the butcher; the hotel inspec- 
tor may inspect the restaurant In the 
same block, and it is altogether pos- 
sible that all of these Inspectors may 
arrive at the same place on the same 
day.- It Is for the purpose of avoiding 
such waste of the government's money 
that:this' proposed consolidation has 
been submitted to you and.I recom- 
mend It for your favorable consider- 
ation.

The three bills that I have referred 
to have passed the assembly and are 
now pending in the senate. The 'bill 
which transfers the duties.of the fire 
marshal'in part to the insurance com- 
missioner and in part to the industrial 
commission and another bill reorgan- 
izing the tax commission in the inter- 
est of greater economy in the collec- 
tion of our taxes are also pending. 
The consolidation, bills that I have re- 
ferred to give the governor the right 
to exercise some control over the ex- 
penditures of these institutions as the 
proposed law provide* that whenever 
one of these departments proposes to 
increase"its expenses it must have 
the authority of the governor to do so.

ALCOHOL COMMISSION 


DECLARES LIQUOR TRAFFIC 


SHOULD BE LIMITED 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE):] 


Ohristiania, June 22.—An alcohol 
commission which was appointed by 
Parliament three years ago to inves- 
tigate certain conditions a-nd recom- 
mend reforms has just Issues major- 
ity and minority reports. 
The Cora- 


mission consisted of nine 
members. 


The majority report, which'is signed 
by six members, advises against the 
prohibition of- the import and manu- 
facture of brandy spirits, but would 
have the sale of spirits subjected to 
the same rigid laws which are now in 
force in Sweden, in accordance with 
what is known as The Bratske sys- 
tem. The sale of distilled liquors, ac- 
cording to this system, is subjected 
to the most rigid limitations. 
Tire 
majority report also favors the Swed- 
ish system for the sale of beer, ac- 
cording to which beer below 2-,, per 
cent, alcohol by weight is sold free 
of restrictions. 
There are two 
minority reports. 
One IB signed by two members and 
recommends prohibition by local vote: 


the "Semlag" place of 
dispensiir- 


liquors to be allowed to import ;>nd 
sell spirits. 
The third 'member oj 
the. minority recommends total -nro- 
5!bi^,onj or' tnat lhe Prohibition of 
distilled spirits be decided by refer- 
endum.

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GUARDING THE MEAT 


FROM HEAT EFFECTS 


IN A REFRIGERATOR 


A Few Simple Instructions and Pre- 


cautions For the Housewife Who 


Does Not Want Supplies to 


Spoil. 


A few simple precautions -will aid 
the housewife in keeping meat un 
tainted in hot weather. It is.of course, 
common knowledge that the higher 
the temperature, the 
quicker meat 
will spoil, but the family's supplies 
are not absolutely at the mercy of the 
thermometer. Ice and cleanliness are 
two great weapons of defense. 
For many families a refrigerator is 
cbyinonsly out of the question, but 
It is perhaps better to have no refrig- 
erator at all than a neglected one. 
Merely to wash it out ocasionally doea 
little Rood; it should be thoroughly 
scalded at frequent intervals, in par- 
ticular the drain. This, if -overlooked, 
is apt to harbor 
fungous 
growths, 
which may spread to the food. 
On 
one occasion, a man applied to the 
Department of Agriculture because 
be had found that a joint of beef plac- 
ed in his refrigerator had turned a 
peculiar bright red. Upon examina- 
tion, it -was ascertained that the meat 
was covered with a peculiar fungus 
growth, due entirely to the condition 
of the refrigerator. 
Growths of this 
kind do not always- advertise them- 
selves so prominently and there may 
be much evil in an ice box that the 
eye can not detect. 


Tf the refrigerator drain 
is 
not 
thoroughly cleaned, moveover, it is 
likely to become choked, the water 
is not carried off quickly enough and 
little pools are left standing in the 
interior. Dampness is one of the con- 
ditions most favorable to bacterial 
growth. • An -ice box in this state will 
not protect food long. It is, in fact, 
a wise precaution to wipe the interi- 
or of a refrigerator every day •with a 
dry cloth. 
The temperature of the average re- 
frigerator is higher than 
most per- 
sons suppose, and in 
those 
house- 
holds where a regular supply of ice is 
not obtainable, a cool cellar, a spring 
house or the depths of a well may 
serve somewhat the same purpose. On 
farms where there is an ice house, the 
meat may be placed in some form of 
closed retainer and buried in the 
ice. In any event, the meat must be 
carefully screened 
from flies. The 
danger frcm 
infection 
from 
these 
nests has been 
pointed 
out 
mart)' 
limes, but familiarity breeds contempt 
and they still persist. The fly not ooh 
does the meat itself no good, but it 
may readily deposit upon it some iii- 
frction, which is carried in turn by 
tl-e meat into 
the 
hxirnan system. 
Seme flies will deposit their eggs on 
thr meat and these in a short time 
wiP i-,«roine mi.ggots and the meat 
is "fly-blown."

any purpose, wash your hands before 
you return to work." 
"Germs" which grow in foods and 
cause illfi.'-ss grow very rapidly, par- 
ticularly if the food is" a little warm, 
and are not destroyed unless the food 
is well cooked before serving. Simply 
"warming up'' is not enough, as was 
found in a case of illness recently 
reported after eating some warmed 
up creamed vegetable. Certain kinds 
of food—creamed chicken, or custard, 
or warm vegetables, for example—are 
excellent culture mediums for bacte- 
ria which may have been introduced 
into them by accident. For this rea- 
son it is a safe rule to have as short 
a time as possible intervene between 
the preparation of food and its non- 
sumption. Broth is another excellent 
medium and in consequence should be 
drained off if it is intended to keen 
the meat for any length of time be- 
fore serving. 
If the broth is used 
also, it should be boiled thoroughly 
first. All ford, cooked or uncooked, 
should be kept in a clean, cool place 
in order to reduce the danger of in- 
fection to a minimum. 
When meat must for any reason be 
kept for unusually long periods of 
time or when the conditions are un- 
usually favorable, scalding may be 
resorted to advantageously. Dropping 
the mfat into boiling water for a few 
minv.tes will not seriously affect 
its 
flavor when it ultimately appears' up- 
on ti.e table, and it will put it in a 
much better condition for keeping. It 
is important, however, that it be din- 
ned in a large body of boiling water. 
If only a small amount of water is 
used, the introduction of the meat wlil 
lower the temperature to such an ex- 
tent that the whole, process becomes 
worthless. 
With such meats as veal 
or pork, which are alti-ays—or ought 
to be—thoroughly done, the precaution 
can be carried further and the loints 
partially cooked before being stored 
way. Care should be taken, however, 
to see that the recooking is thoroug?!- 
ly done. 


Hot weather a'.so calls for addition- 
precautions en the part of the house- 
wife in regard to canned nrodncts. 
Once these have been opened and ex- 
posed to the. air, they spoil as quickly 
•—if -not 
more 
quickly—than fresh 
food. 
The contents of a can should 
therefore be disposed of •without delay 
In no event should they be left in the 
can after it has been 
opened, but 
shoould be used at once unless the 
housekeeper wishes to "air" the can- 
ned material which somo believe is 
desirable. If this is done, the can con- 
tents should be transferred to a clean 
earthen or glass dish and put away 
for an hour or two in a cool place 
•where dust will not reach it. 


WANTS STATE PLANT 


FOR CHOLERA SERUM 


Boashard Introduces Bill Providing 


$50,000 Appropriation to Aid In 


Fight on Hog Plague. 


[SPECIAL TO TUB GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wis., June 22.—An appro- 
priation of $50,000 with which to erect 
a plant for the manufacture of hog 
cholera serum in connection with the 
collese of agriculture, is asked in a 
bill introduced last night by Senator 
Bosshard. The -present plant was not 
built for that purpose and Is consid- 
ered inadequate. The legislature has 
just appropriated $2,500 annually for 
the manufacture of the serum but has 
limited the use of the serum to distri- 
bution in districts where there is a 
fresh outbreak and to -contiguous ter- 
ritory. 
The Van Gorden bill for a central 
board 'of education was received in 
the senate from the assembly, and 
was referred to the committee on edu-' 
cation and public welfare, where it is 
probable a 'hearing1 may he1 held next 
week. 
The senate was presided over by 
Senator Rollmann of Chilton, only six 
senators being present. 
The assembly concurred in a sen- 
ate, amendment to the Edwards bill 
changing the date for school district 
meetings from the first to the fourth 


i Tuesday 
in 
June. 
The amendment 


< changes the hour from 7 to S p. m. 
I The bill now goes to the governor for 
approval. 
The assembly killed Senator Ever- 
ett's bill providing for the establish- 
ment of a board of park and recrea- 
tional commissioners in all cities ex- 
cept Milwaukee, and giving power to 
supervise all park and 
recreational 
activities. 
Various 
employes were 
provided. 
The bill passed 
without 
much trouble, but when the Oshkosh 
commission council heard 
about it 
Senator Bray communicated its senti- 
ments to the senate. It refused to 
reconsider the vote by which the bill 
passed. AVhen the assembly received 
the bill it was reported to a commit- 
tee which reported it adversely, and 
the assembly has now refused to con- 
cur In it. 
The senate bill specifying condi- 
tions governing the 
sanitary sur- 
roundings 
in .places

products are made was refused "con- 
currence in the assembly.
